HEALTH BILL HAS 
MANY OBSTACLES 


Mexico City, Feb. 14.— It is reported 


that General Diaz has demanded the 
surrender of the national palace. All 
day the rebel batteries of heavy guns 
were throwing a iierce tire of shrap­ 
nel around the palace. Many of these 
descended 
Into 
the 
Zocalo, 
which 
fronts the building, and federal sol­ 
diers were compelled 
to 
move 
to 
cover. 
The fifth day of the battle began 
with a battery of federal artillery o w n ­ 
ing fire on the arsenal, but although 
the bombardment was kept up with­ 
out cessation for an hour or more it 
had no appreciable effect on the rebel 
defense. 
That Diaz had prepared for 
the threatened overwhelming 
move­ 
ment by the government, which Ma­ 
dero 
promised 
would 
be 
carried 
through, was shown by the fact that 
he had 
stationed 
sharpshooters on 
the roofs of adjoining buildings, had 
dispatched a force outside his lines 
to the west of the city and had placed 
his heaviest guns in positions com­ 
manding all the approaches 
to 
his 
stronghold. 


Federáis Postpone Assault. 


General 
Huerta, commanding 
the 
federáis, had promised to rush the 
fortifications of the rebels, but he 
elected instead to employ his artillery 
from the various points of vantage. 
During the heavy shelling of the 
palace Diaz apparently moved some 
of his forces to the southeast of the 
city and the palace was made the 
target of both shells and rifle Are 
from that district. 
Coineidently the 
rebels succeeded in extending their 
zone of activity in other directions 
The rebel fire towards the palace 
was intended not only to briug abou* 
its surrender, but had for its purpose 
also the clearing of the intervening 
high buildings of machine guns and 
riflemen and of silencing the federal 
battery operating in San Juan Letran 
street, at a point midway between the 
arsenal and the palace. 
This shelling wrought havoc among 
the buildings in that section of th* 
city. 
The Am erican club w-as riddled 
The interior of this building on the 
second and third floors was complete­ 
ly wrecked. Of forty Am ericans with­ 
in it at the time several had an al­ 
most miraculous escape from death. 


Seven Shells Penetrate Club. 


In all seven shells tore through the 
walls. 
The first two crashed through 
the reading room across the greater 
length of the front 
on 
the second 
story. 
The others entered above the 
second story on the sides which are 
not protected by buildings. 
M aderos promise that the subjuga­ 
tion of Diaz would be swift and terri­ 
ble, 
b«*cause 
the

had 
planned to surround him completely 
and 
then 
pound 
his positions 
with 
tbeir heaviest guns, was in no way 
f ul tilled. 
The federal fire generally was slow, 
although, since It came from various 
directions, it was persistent. 
On the whole the rebel commander’s 
orders to his men were to conserve 
their fire and little ammunition was 
wasted. 
No opportunity 
was 
lost, 
however, to throw shells at the trou­ 
blesome batteries and 
his machine 
guns and riflemen effectually prevent­ 
ed the near approach of the govern­ 
ment troops. 
His greatest energies were displayed 
In the line of fire towards the palace, 
where his big guns scarred the walls 
and doors of that ancient structure 
and cleared the big square in front of 
the federal re er\cs. 


De La Barra Takes Refuge. 


Francesco de la Barra, former pro­ 
visional president, became a refugee 
in the B ritl h legation after he ap­

A. A lb righ t has his cam­ 
paign of letters and telegrams dir­ 
ected on members of the legislature 
presenting arguments for the c! 'feat 
of the Bjorge-Frankson tonnage tax 
bill well under way and a perfect 
bombardment of letters and telegrams 
is pouring in upon the legislature. 
Here is a sample of a letter sent a 
member of the legislature: 
February 13th, 1913. 
Hon. Miles Porter, 
State Capitol, 
St. Paul, Minn. 
Dear Sir: 
Our people are very much interest­ 
ed in the Bjorge tonnage tax bill, now 
under consideration in the House. 
If such a measure is passed by the 
legislature and becomes a law we 
assure you that it would be an in­ 
estimable damage to our people in 
this portion of the state. 
Our Commercial club, at their last 
meeting, unanimously passed a reso­ 
lution instructing the undersigned to 
appeal to memoers of the legislature 
requesting them to use their best 
efforts to defeat this measure. 
We trust you will give this mat­ 
ter your attention and know that you 
will do what seems right to you and 
hope you will aid us in defeating this 
measure. 
We do not object to the mines 
paying their just proportion of taxes, 
in fact we believe that they should 
pay the limit, but we believe the tax 
should be levied as other taxes are 
and that our own county should re 
ceive the benefit of such a tax instead 
of the state of Minnesota. 
We be­ 
lieve it to be an unfair discrimination. 
Why should the resources of our a s ­ 
trict be burdened with a direct state 
tax for the benefit of the state? 
If this bill should pass it would 
be a great misfortune to this portion 
of the state as a large part of our soil 
is light and our greatest asset in tax­ 
able property Is our ore. 
We also 
call your attention to the fact that 
by reason of toe discovery of iron in 
this district ordinary farm land here 
has a speculative value which farm 
ers cannot afford to pay; consequent 
I f , much of our f^m 8 are vacant, a 
condition which does not exist in 
other parts of the state. 
We need 
all the taxable property within u« 
county to pay our own taxes and be­ 
lieve that state taxes should be rais­ 
ed in the ordinary way. 
We appeal to you and believe you 
are fair minded and ask you to con­ 
sider this matter just as if the law 
were affecting an 
infant industry 
within your own county. 
Our people 
are anxious to do what is right and 
fair and believe you will give this 
matter your careful consideration.

Henry Blackwood, of Crosby, Entitled 
to Possession of $48 Empty 
Bottles He Collected 
Judge J. H. Warner has given his 
findings and entered an order in 
case of the Fitger Brewing Co. vs the 
Northern 
Pacific 
railway company 
defendant 
and 
Henry 
Blackwood, 
garnishee, holding th at the interve­ 
ner Blackwood is entitled to the pos­ 
session of the property, being empty 
beer bottles of the total value of $48. 
Alderman & Clark appeared for the 
brewing company and Illewitt & 
Wieland for Blackwood. 
The Northern Pacific railway had 
no interest in the case except that of 
a common carrier. 
In his statement 
of facts Judge Warner says the brew­ 
ing company sold and delivered beer 
in bottles at Crosby during the last 
20 months and had its agent, F. B. 
Winslow^ at Crosby. 
The property 
in this action consisted of pint and 
quart beer bottles, of which 729 of 
the quart bottles and 1021 of the 
pint bottles bore the brewing com­ 
pany’s labels; the remainder, being 
147 quart bottles and .78 pint bottles 
bore labels of other brewing com­ 
panies. 
These bottles at the time 
they were taken possession of under 
this action were valued at 2 cents 
each for the pint bottles and 3 cents 
each for the quart bottles. 
Blackwood resided at Crosby and 
before October 28, 1912 .-ad gather­ 
ed up a large number of bottles on the 
streets and roadside where thrown 
and also bought a large number from 
boys and other persons. 
He packed 
them in barrels, delivered them to 
the Soo line, and they were transfer- 
cd to the Northern Pacific railway, 
a connecting carrier. 
Judge Warner finds that the bottles 
cast away had been abandoned by 
their owners and are the property of 
Bladkwvood, as well as those he pur­ 
chased. 
In his 
memorandum the 
Judge 
states: “ It is elementary in actions 
of claim and delivery that the plain­ 
tiff must recover on the strength of 
his own title and not on the weakness 
of his adversary’s title. 
While it 
appears by inspection of the property 
that the plaintiff’s labels are on a 
portion of the bottles, yet there is no 
direct evidence th-.t tue company was 
owner thereof at the time in ques­ 
tion. 
“ The witness, Winslow', agent of 
plaintiff had no actual /knowledge as 
t - the particular bottles in question. 
other than the plaintiff’s beer label 
was sticking to the bottles. 
This 
label is not even prima facie evidence 
of title, such as a bark mark on logs 
e r a brand on cattle or horses in this 
and other states, and without posi­ 
tive evidence of actual ownership it 
is not sufficient in this case to prove 
title or right to possession."

take most of the working people in 
Brainerd. 
There are not many that 
have the cash. 
They get their pay 
once a month. 
“ Now this is toe dark side of it, 
but there may be sometning good in 
the market if it is started and could 
be kept going. 
I believe the trust 
and trade system in Brainerd is the 
biggest drawback for the farmers in 
Crow Wing county. 
I have to look 
sharp sometimes to get cash enough 
to pay taxes with, so I for my part 
wish the market could be establish 
ed.” 
F. J. Winquist of Deerwood, secre­ 
tary of the Farmers Township Mutual 
Insurance company gives this opin­ 
ion: “Situated as I am at the south­ 
east corner of ( row’ Wing county, I 
do not anticipate much benefit from 
the proposed public martket at Brain­ 
erd, but for the farmers in reach, I 
have no doubt such a market will 
becomes a helpful convenience and al­ 
so to the city people. I hope it will be 
established and will be a success.” 
S. D. Mason, Route No. 4., whites: 
“ I think a public market would be a 
great benefit to the farmers and also 
to the people of Brainerd, provided 
tuey would patronize it. 
As quite a 
number of Brainerd people would live 
at some distance from the market 
place, they would in my judgment 
hnd it more convenient to order of 
the merchant over the phone, espec­ 
ially heavy or bulky stuff. 
In otner 
words, It is a question of w'hether 
they would buy at the market and 
carry their stuff home. 
However, it 
might be a success. 
I should like to 
see it tried out.” 
Ralph L. Hall of Dykeman, says

A. It. Cass says: “ It certainly would 
be of great benefit to have at least 
two market days in a month for the 
producer and consumer for the sale 
of hay, wood, livestock and grain 
With regard to a vegetable market 
the local conditions in my opinion 
are against it, however desirable 
The habit so firmly fixed in the city 
to pay at the end of the month can 
not be broken as long as the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railway continues its 
custom of paying its employes once 
a month only. 
Besides, it is given 
out that the ladies of the city of 
Brainerd would not be seen with a 
market basket on their arms, being 
perfectly willing to receive the stale 
commission house product if they can 
only have it delivered.” 
E. E. Hodgdon of Route No. I, Deer- 
wood, says: “ A market for farm pro­ 
duce is a good thing and I hope you 
will start It and that it will grow as 
a city martket snould. 
I showed your 
letter to R. J. Maghan and he said It 
would be a good thing.” 
J. J. Waffensmith of Rout© No. I, 
Box 50, Deerwood, says: “ I would be 
glad to attend your meeting if you 
will let me know the date, 
lf the 
Brainerd Boosters club, as you call 
It, is going to do anything to help 
the farmers we would be glad to help, 
but I tell you they have got to put 
something more than hot air into it 
for Brainerd has got a bad name in 
this part of the country, for mey 
have played the skin game on the 
farmers too long." 
Secretary Gardner of the Boosters 
club has assured Mr. 
Waffensmith 
that nothing but a square deal all 
around is contemplated In the estab 
Bailment of this public market.

“Cab ins hav e no windows at all or 
small ones at b est, and all openings 
are scrupulously closed at night in the 
winter time. 
Ventilation is of the 
poorest at any time. 
Close interm ar­ 
riage, lack of ev en rudimentary sani­ 
tation and monotonous, ill suited diet 
predispose children to many ills, in 
eluding tub erculosis and other infec­ 
tious diseases. Ringworm of the scalp, 
uncorrected defects of v ision, adenoids 
and enlarged tonsils and hookworm In­ 
fection are common. 
The unkempt 
and neglected condition of these chil­ 
dren is pitiab le. 
Many are mentally 
b ackward and defectiv e. 
The typical 
mountaineer, howev er, is usually Intel- j 
llgetit and wide awake ev en though Il­ 
literate. 
“The social and economic needs of 
these mountaineers of Kentucky, Ten- I 
nessee, Carolina and Virginia are Im>- 
ginnlng to he recognized. 
But it has 
remained for Dr. John McMullen of 
the federal pub lic health serv ice to call 
attention to a most serious danger now 
menacing them. 
In a recent inv estiga­ 
tion he found trachoma present to an 
alarming and unsuspected degree and 
the b lindness and defectiv e v ision re­ 
sulting from it responsib le for an in­ 
calculab le Impairment of social, eco­ 
nomic and intellectual efficiency. 


“Actual care and cure of existing 
cases offer the greatest prob lem. 
Pub ­ 
lic clinics ought to b e estab lished sim­ 
ilar to the one now conducted b y Dr. 
J. A. Stucky under the auspices of the 
W. C. T. U. settlement school at H ind­ 
man. Iv y. 
Mov ab le held hospitals In 
connection with these clinics could a f­ 
ford surgical treatm ent to cases req uir­ 
ing it. 
The same cases and territory 
should b e cov ered periodically b y dis­ 
trict v isiting nurses. 
Great patience 
and long continued effort, as well as 
much money, will b e needed to eradi­ 
cate trachoma from these mountains. 
But with persev erance nnd enthusiasm 
the task can b e accomplished. 
“Trachoma has b een found most de­ 
structiv e among the American Indians, 
particularly among those leading a res­ 
erv ation life. 
In some of the reserv a­ 
tions in the southwest trachoma is 
found in 05 per cent of the Indians. 
Ov er 6,000 Indians were treated in 
1011 for trachoma, anti at the tra­ 
choma hospital of the Indian serv ice 
at Phoenix. Ariz., ov er 800 were oper­ 
ated upon and treated.
